Getting Quiet Before God 


Sometimes our thoughts are so 
active that there is no room for quiet 
trust in God. Yet if we would know 
His peace we must still the tumult of 
our minds and be occupied with Him. 
In these days of hurry and bustle, per- 
plexity and confusion we need to re- 
member frequently this command: “Be 
still, and know that I am God: I will 
be exalted among the heathen, I will 
be exalted in the earth” (Psa. 46:10). 
There is a wealth of meaning in this 
exhortation, of which various shades 
have been brought out by other trans- 
lations and other writers. Segond 
(French) translates it: .“Stop, and know 
that I am God. I rule over the nations, 
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; Comfort for Dark Days 


I rule over the earth.” The ASV. 
margin renders “Be still” as “Let be.” 
In one of her choice little essays on 
the Christian life. Amy Carmichael has 
a thought that illuminates this text, 
though she was very evidently referring 
to another, probably Ezekiel 1:25, “When 
they stood, and had let down their 
wings.” She writes: “The son asked 
why he did not hear more clearly and 
more constantly the pleasant Voice of 
the Mighty One; to which the Father 
answered, There was a Voice from the 
firmament that was over their heads, 
when they stood, and had let down their 
wings. The wings of thy work, the 
wings of thy will, the wings of thy in- 
most longing, the wings of thy cherished 
desire—let them down. Be still, and 
ithou shalt hear.” We are sometimes 
like an unruly child, who talks so loud 
and long that he cannot hear what his 
mother is saying to him. The command 
to “be still, and know that I am God” 
doubtless means: Stop trying to figure 
things out yourself, stop asking why 
this and why that, don’t keep stretching 
your mind out over the perplexities of 
international politics or all the prob- 
lems of all the Church throughout the 
whole world, don’t keep thinking that 
you would be better off if you lived in 


a different place or had other work to 
do, remember and accept the fact that 
there are a lot of problems in this world 
to which you simply do not know the 
answer; leave all these questions to God, 
and rest in His promise, “I will be ex- 
alted among the heathen, I will be ex- 
alted in the earth.” Be thankful that 
“the Lord of hosts is with us; the God 
of Jacob is our refuge.” The stillness 
suggested is like that on an ocean liner 
as she enters a quiet harbor, after many 
days at sea, and the threshing of the 
screws and the throbbing of the en- 
gines have ceased. The unaccustomed 
quietness is very welcome to seagoing 
travelers and it sometimes awakens 
those who are asleep “in their cabins. 
The cry of sea birds, the motors of small 
boats, and even voices on shore can be 
heard coming across the still water. 
Perhaps the Lord is saying to us, as He 
did to the disciples, “O ye of little faith, 
why reason ye among yourselves. . .?” 
(Matt 16:8); or, as He did to Peter be- 
fore the withered fig tree, “Have faith 
in God” (Mark 11:22). It is very neces- 
sary for us to take time every day to 
get quiet before God, to look up to Him 
in childlike faith, and to be thankful 
that He is both the ruler of the uni- 
verse and our Heavenly Father, 


Dreading Things That Never Happen

HERE is a Striking lesson to be 
learned by just taking two state- 
ments of Scripture concerning Da- 
vid and putting them side by side. 
“And David said in his heart, I shall 
now perish one day by the hand of Saul” 
(1 Sam, 27:1). 
“And he died in a good old age, full 
of days, riches, and honour” (1 Chron. 
29: 28). 
First, be it noted that what David 











“, . . bat the Lord thy God 
turned the curse into a blessing 
unto thee, because the Lord thy 
God loved thee” (Deut. 23:5). 
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feared never befell him. Had we been 
in his shoes we should probably have 
feared death at the hands of Saul as 
David did. . He had lived as a fugitive 
for a long time. Every day the net was 
being drawn more closely around him. 
Capture by ambush or betrayal, or death 
at the hands of a hired assassin were 
possibilities haunting David day and 
night. Often his fear drove him to 
prayer and then he was encouraged and 
strengthened to wait God’s intervention. 
But this time David just took counsel 
with himself and the desperate strait in 
which he found himself led him to say 
in his heart, “I shall now one day perish 
by the hand of Saul.” 

In this fit of despondency it seemed 
that the odds against David were so great 
that Saul must certainly capture and 
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kill him in the end. But instead, David 
outlived Saul many years, succeeded 
him as king, enjoyed a long and pros- 
perous reign, and died in a good old age, 
full of days, riches, and honor. What 
David had feared never happened. And 
half the things we dread never happen. 
Our worry about ma dire things we 
imagine as certain to befall us is just so 
much foolish self-torment. 

The next thing to observe is that 
David’s distrustful worry brought trouble 
he need never have known. For worry, 
rooted as it is in distrust of God, can 
bring us into trouble, and will do so, 
if we do not win the victory back to 
quietly resting in the Lord, 

Without consulting the Lord, David 
decided there was nothing better for 
him than to take refuge among the Phil- 
istines, and that is what he did. It 
seemed there was nothing better for 
him to do, yet actually there was hardly 
anything worse he could have done. We 
always make things worse for ourselves 
when we take matters out of God’s hand 
into our own. That is what David did. 
He forsook the path of quiet trust in 
God’s protection and exposed himself to 
the temptations and the questionable 
compromises involved by turning to the 
chief heathen foes of God and His peo- 
ple. As a result, David was forced to 
do things among the Philistines that 
were no credit to him. He had to take 
a course of pitiable deceit and play at 
being the ally of his people’s foes. In 
consequence, the affection and trust of 
his own people. were weakened toward 
David. After Saul’s death, David's rec- 
ognition as king of the northern tribes 
was delayed for seven years and a civil 
war went on during that time between 
Judah, where David reigned, and the 
northern tribes. This all might have 
been avoided had David stayed among 
his own people and trusted God to 
guard him from Saul’s murderous jeal- 
ousy. God would not have failed him. 
His promises would have been fulfilled 
and_ much trouble would have been 
avoided. 

David was a man of faith when he 
defeated Goliath. Many times afterward 
he also triumphed by faith. But this 
time he fell into distrust and the con- 
sequences were evil. We may be sure 
that when we yield to our fears in dis- 
trust of God’s care, our poor efforts to 
take better care of ourselves than God 
can do will only lead us into trouble. 
Always beware of making decisions and 
‘taking any steps under the influence of 
despondency, worry, and distrust. 

What then shall we do with our wor- 
ries about the future? Always the right 
thing to do is to put God between our- 
selves and the thing we fear. Think of 
David’s saying, “I shall now one day per- 
ish by the hand of Saul,” and yet suc- 
ceeding Saul and living to a good old 
age. Say to the Lord, “What time I am 
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afraid, I will trust in Thee.” Say to 
your soul: “The Lord is miy light and 
my salvation; whom shall I fear? the 
Lord is the strength of my life; of whom 
shall I be afraid?” When worry and 
fear gtip your soul, turn instantly to 
God in faith and prayer. Lay hold of 
the promises of His Word and plead 
them. Recall God’s past deliverances, 
His faithfulness in times gone by. Act 
on the inspired counsel of Paul, “In 
nothing be anxious, but in every thing 
by prayer and supplication with thanks- 
giving let your requests be made known 
unto God.” Refuse to take things out 
of God’s hands. Leave all to Him. Above 
all, remember that the God you are 
trusting is He who has already worked 
to meet your greatest need, your need 
of salvation from sin. Because of that, 
He certainly can be trusted with every 
lesser need that arises in your life and 
circumstances, “He that spared not his 
own Son, but delivered him up for us 
all, how shall he not with him also 
freely give us all things?” (Rom. 8:32.)

Needed Definitions 


May I suggest that sometime you 
take time and space to define some 
words, e.g.: orthodox, neo-orthodox, 
liberal, fundamentalist, modernist, and 
any other words used to describe dif- 
ferent groups of religious thought.— 
A Missouri reader. 

A dictionary definition of “orthodox” 
is: “Generally accepted, especially in 
religion; having orthodox views or opin- 
ions, especially in religion; approved by 
convention; usual; customary.” In THE 
Sunpay ScuHoot Trm_es and other Chris- 
tian papers it means conforming to Bible 
doctrine. 


“Neo-orthodox” has in recent years 
been used to designate the views held 
by a group of theologians who have 
supposedly swung away from modern- 
istic to orthodox position. But THE Sun- 
pay ScHOooL TIMEs does not know of any 
outstanding Modernist, in Europe or 
America; who has publicly renounced 
the views he formerly held and ex- 
pressed himself clearly in favor of the 
*Fundamentalist point of view. A few 
months ago (July 31, 1954) THe SuNnpDay 
Scuoo.t Times published an article en- 
titled “What Is Neo-Orthodoxy?” by 
Kenneth S. Kantzer, Ph.D., chairman of 
the Department of Bible and Philosophy 
“at Wheaton @Gollege. He said: “All 
Neo-Orthodox thinkers accept the basic 
modernistic criticisms of orthodoxy.” 


“Liberal” is rather a general term, 
used in both politics and religion, to 
designate views that are not conserva- 
tive. It is also used to describe a per- 
son who holds these views. -In respect

to the Bible, it designates theologians 
who question the truth of any part of 
the Bible, 

“Fundamentalist” means someone who 
stands for the truth of such foundation 
doctrines as the inspiration of the whole 
Bible, the virgin birth, the lost condi- 
tion of men without Christ, the neces- 
sity of the blood atonement for salva- 
tion, and the doctrine of the Trinity. 
The dictionary defines the word as “1. Of 
the foundation or basis; forming a foun- 
dation or basis; essential. 2. Music. 
Having to do with the lowest note of a 
chord.—n, (noun) 1. Principle, rule, law, 
etc., that forms a foundation or basis; 
essential part. 2. Music, the lowest note 
of a chord.* 3. Physics, that component 
of a wave which has the greatest wave 
length.” It comes from the Latin mean- 
ing “foundation.” Thus, a Fundamental- 
ist is one who holds to the foundations 
of the faith. (The Editor wrote a brief 
history of Fundamentalism, which was 
published in THe Sunpay ScHoot Times 
May 26, 1945, and later published in 
pamphlet form by the Philadelphia Fun- 
damentalists; but the pamphlet is long 
since out of print.) 

“Modernist” is a term used to describe 
one who denies one or more of the 
foundatjon doctrines, such as the inspira- 
tion of the Scriptures. “Modernist” and 
“Fundamentalist” are terms that have 
often been used too loosely and thought- 
lessly. Some have unfairly been called 
“Modernists” merely because of their 


associations with others, and not be-. 


cause of their own personal views on 
basic doctrines, It is a somewhat strange 
fact that very few are willing to admit 
that they are Modernists, even though 
they may doubt or deny some important 
doctrines; but, as a rule, a Fundamen- 
talist is no more ashamed to be classed 
as one than a Christian is to be called 
a Christian, though some are unfortu- 
nately ashamed of both: titles. Some 
have reacted against the name “Funda- 
mentalist” because of the contentious 
spirit of certain ones who hold that posi- 
tion. 

Language is made by the people, and 
not by dictionaries. Lexicographers and 
grammarians simply collect and classify 
the meanings of words and rules estab- 
lished by the usage of the best writers 
of English—or any other language. 

A very good chart, contrasting some 
of the principle teachings of various 
forms of error with the Bible on the 
same subjects, was prepared by the late 
Dr. K L. Brooks. (Five cents a 
copy from the American ‘Prophetic 
League, Inc., Box BB, Eagle.Rock Sta- 
tion, Los Angeles 41.) 

Another good leaflet on the subject is 
an article by Dr. T. Stanley Soltau,

Facing four more barricades on the path 


of the evolutionary theory 


ARRICADE NUMBER TWO: The 
gap between the animal and vege- 
table kingdoms. 

At some period unknown in the evolu- 
tionary process, so evolutionists declare 
(perhaps I should say admit) life was 
divided by some unknown cause into 
two different spheres. Between these 
two spheres there is an unbridged gap 
which is even more difficult to under- 
stand than the gap between the organic 
and inorganic spheres. Darwin, in his 
“Origin of Species,” calls attention to 
the fact that all living things do have 
many things in common, and that some 
of the lower forms of both animal and 
vegetable matter have been difficult to 
classify as a result. He suggests, but 
never goes so far as to assert, that all 
organic matter may have descended 
from some common primordial form. 
Alfred Russel Wallace, however, in his 
“Darwinism,” says: “We feel it to be 
altogether preposterous to assume that 
at a certain stage of complexity of 
atomic structure alone, an ego should 
start into existence, a thing that feels 
and is conscious of its own existence.” 

Many unanswerable questions are sug- 
gested here. What caused this cleavage 
between the two kingdoms in the first 
place? Or, did these two different forms 
of life originate from two different 
causes? If the original spontaneous ac- 
tion of inorganic matter could result in 
two different forms of life, why only 
two? Why not a hundred—a thousand 
—a million! 


The Need for a Solid Foundation 


Evolutionists have ceased even to try’ 
to bridge this gap. They, simply hurdle 
it and go on their merry way supposing 
and presuming and hypothesizing. But 
the gap remains just the same, and the 
man on the street is not as mentally 
agile as a scientist. He wants a solid 
foundation under his feet. And, until 
evolution can explain the differentiation 
between the oak tree and the cow con- 
tentedly chewing her cud in its shadow, 
its foundation will be as unsubstantial 
as that of the house built upon sand. 
There is an answer to this question of 
life. It is solid, satisfying, assuring, im- 
movable, and impregnable. “In the be- 
ginning God created .. .” 

But let us again disregard this diffi- 
culty, leap the barricade, and follow the 
evolutionists on their carefree adventure. 
We find ourselves facing 

Barricade Number Three: Life cannot 
be reproduced in a laboratory. ' 

Mathematically we would seem to 
have a very simple problem here. We 
might state it thus: (1) Life was gen-

erated by some unknown combination of 
chemical elements. (2) These elements 
have been isolated. (3) Therefore life 
can be generated in laboratory experi- 
mentation by causing the same combina- 
tion of elements. Just as simple as that! 
Yet life has never been so generated. 
There are ninety-six chemical ele- 
ments. Granting that this number 
would make possible a tremendous num- 
ber of different combinations it still 
would not remove the solution to the 
realm of the impossible. I cannot forget 
that there have been thousands of the 
best brains working on this proposition 
for at least two and a half millennia. 
Surely in that time some chap should 
have brushed close enough to the solu- 
tion to see some result—just one little 
wriggle in the inorganic mass at least. 
But no! Today; after all these years, 
even the most optimistic scientist would 
not claim success, and the secret of life 
is as secure as it was at the beginning. 
Why? Maybe I have greater faith in 
the scientist than he has in himself, but 
I am persuaded that if life could be 
artificially generated, he would have ac- 
complished the result long ago. I am 
personally acquainted with some scien- 
tists, and ‘I know something of their 
tireless perseverance, their sleepless 
nights of labor, and their unwillingness 
to accept defeat. Therefore, until a bet- 
ter answer is given, I shall accept the 
answer given by one who was called the 
world’s greatest biochemist, Dr. George 
Washington Carver. I had this story 
from one of Dr. Carver’s students. He 
said that after analyzing a cabbage leaf 
the old man stepped back from the table 
where sat the chemical equipment which 
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he had used in the experiment, and re- 
marked with his gentle smile: 

“There, gentlemen, is the limit of hu- 

- 
man wisdom. The chemist can separate 
a cabbage leaf into its component parts, 
but only God can take those parts and 
make a cabbage leaf.” 

But again, let us detour around this 
“bridgé out.” When we do we find our- 
selves immediately facing another and 
even more difficult situation than before, 
It is: 

Barricade Number Four: “How did any 
process of evolution get started in the 
first, place?” 


An Absolute “Road Block” 


Two questions immediately present 
themselves. The failure to find a satis- 
factory answer to either of them forms 
an absolute “road block” to a rational 
acceptance of any theory of evolution. 

Question No. 1.—With what did the 
original life cell cross to begin the first 
break in the species lines? 

If life began, as the evolutionist would 
have us believe, when some unknown 
combination of chemical elements under 
unknown conditions generated a proto- 
zoon such as the fresh water amoeba, 
with what did that protozoon cross to 
begin the long evolutionary climb toward 
the primates? We will grant that this 
amoeba would need no other to propa- 
gate itself, for amoebae propagate - by 
division, but to change its form in any 
wise would require a cross with some 
other form. What was that other form, 
if this particular amoeba was the first 
and only one generated from inorganic 
matter? The answer to this question is 
obvious, but it is not satisfying. The 
evolutionist will answer-that this first 
cause evidently resulted in more than 
one kind of protozoa. A scientist might 
see a way around the barricade in this 
answer, but a layman could not. At 
least this layman cannot. It only makes 
the barricade more difficult, for it proves 
—if we accept it at face value—that 
species of protozoa at least were not 
brought about by any method of evolu- 
tion or development. They were ad- 
mittedly generated in status quo. On 
what grounds then are we justified in 
concluding that species among the pri- 
mates were evolved? If the unknown 
cause could create—pardon me, gener- 
ate—species in one order, why could it 
not do exactly the same thing in any 
other order? 

Question No, 2.—This one is even more 
puzzling than the former, if such a thing 
is possible. The protozoa are unicellu- 
lar, sexless creatures. They propagate 
by division. At the appointed time the 
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waist line of an adult amoeba begins to 
Shrink exactly as if you were to put 
a string about an elongated balloon and 
gradually pull it tight. This shrinkage 
continues until the waist line disappears, 
the halves separate, and you have two 
adult amoebae. That’s all there is to the 
Qperation of reproduction with these, 
our reputed. ancestors, 

The question is this: How could such a 
sexless creature as this cross with any- 
thing? And how could any species 
change result from the division of an 
adult? A cross would demand the fer- 
tilization of an individual of one species 
by an individual of another species, and 
there is absolutely no sex act with the 
protozoa, for they are sexless, having 
no sex organs of any kind. 

Evolutionists call attention to the fact 
—and it is a fact—that these tiny crea- 
tures gather in colonies, at times cling- 
ing to one another, and thus, so they 
tell us, creatures of a more complex 
order were evolved. That statement 
falls little short of the ridiculous. Proto- 
zoa do gather in colonies, it is true, but 
they also separate themselves from these 
colonies, and when they do they are still 
the same individuals that they were to 
begin with, and they still propagate by 
division and not by fertilization. Being 
Sexless they are absolutely unchanged 
by contact with one another. How could 
they be? This is the sixty-four dollar 
question. 

Barricade Number Five: How could 
any process of development result in 
definite and clearly  differentiatéd 
species? 

For example, the usual line of devel- 
opment accepted by evolutionists as it 
concerns the human family is that man 
was developed from the anthropoid apes, 
these were developed from the monkeys, 
and the monkeys were developed from 
the lemurs. Yet between each of these 
groups there is a vast difference. How 
can evolution account for those gulfs? 
What happened during the ages which 
must have passed between the moment 
when the lemurs reached their complete 
development and the moment when the 
monkeys reached their full stature? For 
remember there is absolutely no evi- 
dence of the slightest change within the 
life span of any individual species. As 
we shall see later when a species does 
appear on the scene in biological his- 
tory it is always fully developed and 
in the full vigor of its existence. In 
other words, the only time in the his- 
tory of life when evolutionary changes 
could have occurred were these strange 
and unexplained gaps between the vari- 
ous life groups, and there is no evidence 
whatever that it did occur then. 

How could evolution cause these pe- 
culiar and sharply differentiated divi- 
sions? The answer is, It COULDN'T. 


Cross-breeding will modify and merge 
characteristics; never will it differenti- 
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ate them. The mongrel, not the thor- 
oughbred is the result of promiscuity. 
Thus if evolution were the cause of life 
instead of hundreds of distinct species 
of birds we would have one species with 
hundreds of different characteristics 
merged. Instead of men, anthropoids, 
monkeys, and lemurs we would have one 
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primate with the merged characteristics 
of the four. Certainly there could be 
no divisions with long gaps of time be- 
tween them. Evolutionists, themselves, 
recognize this weakness in their theories, 
and it has caused them no end of sleep- 
less nights.

The following address was given by the president of the Christian 
Military Men’s Committee to the chaplains of the Republic of Korea 
Army, in Seoul, on September 7, 1954. 


IRST, I want to congratulate you 

chaplains of the Republic of Korea 
Army for the splendid contribution you 
have made to the cause of our won- 
derful Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
Your zeal and love for Him are well 
known throughout the Christian world, 
and will no doubt go up as an eternal 
memorial to .your faithfulness. We 
American Christians are happy to fei- 
lowship with you as fellow soldiers of 
Christ. 

When Jesus said, “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature” (Mark 16:15), He was not say- 
ing this for ministers only. His words 
were directed to every born-again per- 
son in the world. 

Jesus gave the commission to His dis- 
ciples, but soon laymen were put to 
work, and some of them becarhe as zeal- 
ous as the disciples themselves, Stephen 
earnestly proclaimed the Gospel until 
he was stoned to death. God used great 
soldiers like Joshua, and. David, and 
Gideon to accomplish His will. Daniel 
was the prime minister of Babylon. 

The body of Christ is a living organ- 
ism in which every cell has a function 
to perform. Each member has a job 
to do according to the capacity which 
is in it. Paul very clearly sets this forth 
in 1 Corinthians 12, where he likens 
believers to the body of Christ and 
shows how each member of the body 
must perform its particular function, 

Laymen too often assume a “leave-it- 
up-to-the-preacher” attitude. Is Christ 
not for all of us, and do we not all 
partake of His great promises? There 
is no monopoly on Christ, but Christ 
died for everyone. It therefore be- 
hooves all of us to give back our full 
devotion in loving service because of 
what He did for us, 

The dictionary describes a layman as 
one outside a profession, particularly 
the clergy. According to the Bible we 
are all members of the body of Christ, 
but each has his particular gift. 
admonishes us to covet earnestly the 
best gifts. Paul says (1 Cor. 12:28), 
“God hath set some in the church, first 
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apostles, Secondarily prophets, thirdly 
teachers, .. .” and the like. The term 
“layman” distinguishes between the or- 
dained minister, or clergyman, and the 
unordained member of the church, but 
it in no way minimizes the layman's 
responsibility or makes him any less a 
part of the body of Christ. 

If we rightly consider the depths of 
‘sin from which Christ has brought us 
and the heights of glory to which He 
exalts us, how can any appreciative 
Christian, minister or layman, fail to 
give Him all he has in service? 

There are several lay Christian or- 
ganizations in the armed forces. The 
Navigators were very active in the 
armed forces during World War II. 
When the war was over they followed 
the veterans into their civilian life, and 
the organization has now become a 
powerful influence for Christ in both 
military and civilian fields. Dawson 
Trotman is the founder and the direc- 
tor of the Navigators. Doug Cozart is 
the Korean representative. They place 
emphasis on Scripture verse memoriza- 
tion. 

The Officers Christian Union was es- 
tablished in’ England about one hun- 
dred years ago. It was introduced in 
the United States during World War II. 
It is a union of Christian officers, which 
is now active in the armed forces of 
many nations, Its object is to promote 
regular Bible study, prayer, and Chris- 
tian fellowship among the officers of 
the armed forces. Lieutenant General 
William K. Harrison is the president of 
the American OCU. 

The Christian Military Men’s Commit- 
tee, whose headquarters address is Box 
888, Akron 9, Ohio, is patterned after the 
Christian Business Men’s Committee. 
Basically it is a military layman’s or- 
ganization. It was founded at Camp 
Atterbury, Ind., on April 28, 1951. Its 
objective is to, promote sincere Chris- 
tianity in the armed forces and to sup- 
port and co-operate with the chaplains 
in every way possible. Its members 
conduct or assist with Bible studies, 


- prayer meetings, stockade services, reg- 
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ular chapel services, and any other re- 
ligious activity where there is an oppor- 
tunity to promote the cause of Christ. 
It has developed a radio program known 
as the Voice of Christian Military Men, 
which is being broadcast over Ameri- 
can Forces Network stations, commer- 
cial stations in the States, and short- 
wave stations heard around the world. 
The Voice of Christian Military Men 
is featured by the American Forces Ko- 
rean Network. To maintain its program, 
a large tape library has been developed 
at.CMMC Headquarters in Akron, Ohio. 
The library contains a variety of pro- 
grams to which contributions have been 
made by military men, leading evange- 
lists, Bible institutes, Bible colleges, and 
others. The programs are all slanted to 
the military man. These tapes are also 
used by chaplains and CMMC members 
on tape recorders to feature programs 
on military activities. CMMC also has 
a tract ministry. At the present time 
CMMC js giving maximum emphasis to 
the spreading of the Gospel in Korea 
particularly in the armed forces through 
the Korean Chaplains. Bruce C, Dodd 
is secretary-treasurer of the CMMC. 

The Christian Business Men’s Com- 
mittee, of which CMMC is the counter- 
part, is an international organization of 
Christian businessmen. It promotes the 
cause of Christ through Servicemen’s 
Centers, dinners with the Gospel for 
businessmen, rallies, and various other 
activities. The CBMC is one of the 
strongest and most effective layman’s 
organizations in the world. It is inter- 
national in character. 

The Gideons is also an international 
organization of Christian businessmen, 
Basically it is a traveling businessmen’s 
organization. It originated several years 
ago when two traveling businessmen 
met in a hotel, and, no doubt by the 
providence of God, were placed in the 
same room by the hotel clerk. When 
each discovered that the other was a 
Christian they conceived the idea of 
working together to place Bibles in 
hotels for traveling men. To do this 
more effectively, they initiated an or- 
ganization which they called The Gid- 
eons. The Gideons have steadily grown 
through the years. The principal work 
of The Gideans is, distribution of Bibles 
or Scripture portions. A large part of 
The Gideons work now consists of dis- 
tributing New Testaments to members 
of the armed forces and to school chil- 
dren. 

Youth for Christ is an organization 
that sprang up during World War II 
and has grown considerably. Its main 
activity is mass evangelism through 
Christian rallies, Ministers are active 
in the work, but it is a layman’s activ- 
ity in principle. . 

The Pocket Testament League is an- 
other lay organization that has entered 
the mission field in recent years. It 
Specializes in distribution of Scripture 





portions. No doubt, some of you know 
Glenn Wagner, who was in charge of 
PTL work in Japan and Korea for some 
time. 

Bruce C. Dodd, secretary-treasurer of 
CMMC, is also director of the Big 
Brother Tract Band. Although Mr: 
Dodd is an ordained minister, the work 


of the BBTB is not associated directly 
with any particular church. It func- 
tions as a lay organization. Primarily 
its work consists of witneséing to in- 
dividuals by mail and through traveling 
missionaries. Names are submitted to 
the BBTB by sponsors who have a di-

president of the New York-office of Ox- 
ford, pointed out the “revision of the 
Scofield Reference Bible is a long-range 
proposition, for there is a vast amount 
of editorial work before the committee. 
I should say that it will certainly be five 
or six years before the new edition will 
be available to the public.” 
The chairman of the committee on 


revision is Dr. E, Schuyler English. Dr.

Over one hundred and thirty boys and 
girls arrive daily at the partially fin- 
ished “education building” back of the 
church to attend the “Great Liberator” 
Christian Day School of the church, Six 
Christian Venezuelan young people aré 
teaching the three “R’s” and related sub- 
jects; another, a graduate of the Bible 
Course in the Bible Institute in Caripe, 
teaches Bible daily to the six grades. 

Over thirty baptized men and women 
are in the night Bible school, studying 
doctrine, Bible introduction, music, 
child evangelism, and so on. There are 
grandmothers who come with their 
young people, parents with their sons 
and daughters, husbands and wives to- 
gether. 

Six of the young people are away at 
regular Bible institutes, preparing for 
full-time Christian service. A new class 
of baptismal candidates is meeting three 
times a week, And some of the young 
people have asked for the renewal of 
the “popular” Bible class which will 
now be taught on Sunday evenings be- 
fore the evangelistic meeting.

I have been kindly challenged for not 
stating that “all scholars are agreed” 
that the Epistle to the Hebrews was not 
written by Paul. Well, this academic 
unanimity once existed regarding the 
truth of the evolutionist theory, but no 
longer. “The assured results of Old Tes- 
tament criticism” have also long lost 
most of their assurance. The great find 
ef a complete manuscript of Isaiah, 
which can be dated back to the second 
century before Christ, antedating by a 
dozen centuries the earliest manuscript 
known hitherto, gives the coup de grace 
(otherwise, the KO) to the theory of 
the dual authorship of Isaiah. 

For this manuscript gives no indica- 
tion of division, but includes all parts 
under a single name, as the New Testa- 
ment quotations from Isaiah do. The 
fragments of Leviticus, found in the 
same cache, remounts to the fifth or 
sixth century before Christ. Professor 
Neher of the University of Strassburg 
points out that the Wellhausen theory 
is incriminated on an _ essential fact, 
since these fragments indicate the ex- 
istence of the Levitical Code nearly two 
centuries before Jeremiah. 

Professor Neher, writing in the Jew- 
ish review, Evidences, says: “We can- 


not emphasize these facts of archaeolog- 
ical discovery too strongly. Stories and 
episodes, reputed mythological, awaken 
in their historical veracity. A _ real 
world, conforming to Biblical descrip- 
tion, arises and faces the artificial world, 
constructed by critical exegesis.” As to 
the increasing repudiation of the evolu- 
tionary theory, attention is called to an 
article by the distinguished physiologist, 
Prof. Dr. Charles Richet, fils, in the 
Revue des Deux Mondes of last July, 
under the title of “Words of a Biologist.” 
It is a masterly refutation, one by one, 
of the theses of those who support evo- 
lution. The conclusion is: “The theory 
of autocreation of living beings by the 
impulse of inanimate forces alone, goes 
to pieces on bacteriological facts, on 
chemical data, on-even the slightest com- 
plexity of known cells. Because of this, 
the intervention of a Creative Power 
must be considered as scientifically prob- 
able. We believe that we have proved 
this.” 


The General Association of Regular 
Baptist Churches, which withdrew from 
the Northern Baptist Convention in 1932, 
has grown from 22 chprches to 600—43 
churches having joined in 1953. Total 
membership, 118,568. Missionary gifts 
1953, $2,638,309, or $22 per member. Total 
gifts, $9,504,331! 

We are told by Mr. Allan Nevins in 
his Life of John D. Rockefeller, Sr., that 
Mr. Rockefeller took care that “not a 
cent of his money should get into Fun- 
damentalist hands.” It is just as well. 
Rockefeller money has gone to rebuild- 
ing the Romanist cathedral at Rheims, 
to resuscitating the Unitarian divinity 
school at Harvard, to supporting the 
fellow-traveling New School for Social 
Research, and nearly two millions to the 
traitorous Institute for Pacific Relations. 
And even to the dreadful Kinsey Re- 
port’s publication. Who would care to 
be classified with such groups! In Stand- 
ard Oil benevolence, there is no element 
of self-denial, or spiritual consecration, 
and it is just this spiritual content which 
gives value to contributions to Chris- 
tian missions. 

There are now, in addition fo the Regu- 
lar Baptist secession, 596 churches af- 
filiated with the Conservative Baptists 
of the Northern Convention, who are 


‘still in the Convention, reluctantly; also 


203 other Conservative Baptist churches 
in local affiliation. Their independent 
missionary society has 331 missionaries; 
contributions to foreign missions, $1,330,- 
000. The Home Missionary Society of 
these Conservative Baptists, with 51 
missionaries, reported a 40 per cent in- 
crease in income over last year.

The 


First Presbyterian Church of 
Miami Beach, had a clause in its char- 
ter permitting it, if withdrawing from 
the denomination, to take with it its 
property. A three-fourth vote of the 


membership, however, was required, 
The Presbytery asked the church to re- 
nounce this right. This was refused, 
and the church, which we may say in 


passing, supports 65 missionaries, has 
withdrawn from the Presbyterian 
Church, U.S, 


The Korean Mission of the Independ- 
ent Board for Presbyterian Foreign 
Missions has just received a_ hospital, 
and Dr. Chisholm tells the story. Many 
years ago he had an extremely valuable 
young Korean doctor on his ‘staff who 
was captured by the Communists and 
was about to be executed. The Com- 
munist guard, however, happened ‘to 
have been of a family treated by him 
without charge, and he let him.go. For. 
forty days he lived in a hole like a rat, 
as he said, but finallyy after many bitter 
experiences, was appointed to take 
charge of a hospital serving the Amer- 
ican forces far to the northeast of Seoul. 
This hospital, no longer of use to the 
American Army, has been turned over 
to Dr. Kim and the Independent Board. 
It is situated in a region greatly needing 
the Gospel and into which South Ko- 
reans are pouring. “We have recently 
sent thither four evangelists with thou- 
sands of copies of John’s Gospel. 

“In one school for poor children we 
have 970, most of them from homes too 
poor to send to other schools. Some 
have no homes at all, but live in holes 
in the ground. Yet they are being taught 
the Word of God daily. We are preach- 
ing to Korean soldiers on their way to 
the front, to thousands of wounded sol- 
diers in military hospitals. We have 
Bible Institute and Seminary. Also Sat- 
urday night meetings for American sol- 
diers in our home. I wish you could 
hear some of their testimonies.” 


“Ravening Wolves” is the title of Miss 
Monica Farrell’s account of the Serb 
massacres, a pamphlet of sixty pages 
(Canadian Protestant League, Winni- 
peg, Manitoba, Can.). This should have 
wide circulation. There is no need of 
further theological discussion. These 
cruelties have placed the Church of 
Rome beyond the pale of all considera- 
tion as a Christian church. Do the 
Knights of Columbus make claims for 
it? The answer should always be, 
“Well, how do you reconcile that with 
the Croat atrocities?” The defeated 
generals of classical times used to end 
all by falling on their own swords. 
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That is what the Church of. Rome has 
done as far as argument is concerned. 
The Woman of Revelation 17, 18, and 
19 is identified with the great city sit- 
ting on “seven mountains” (17:9, 18), 
otherwise with the City of Rome. All 
are agreed that this refers to imperial 
Rome. Actually it must also refer to 
papal Rome, for her overthrow and pun- 
ishment is to come at the end of the age. 
The crimes of pagan Rome have been 
far outsized by those of its papal suc- 
cessor. Imperial Rome flourished for 
some four centuries; papal Rome’s cruel, 
anti-Christian history has been four 
times as long. It is the harlot church 
as contrasted with the pilgrim church 
of the long night of church history. 
That her end may be nearing is inti- 
mated in Revelation 18:8: “... in one 


day ... she shall be utterly burned with - 


fire.” Nay, even more quickly, as befits 
an atomic age, “. . . in one hour is thy 
judgment come” (v. 10). This is re- 
peated in verses 17 and 19: “For in one 
hour so great riches is come to nought. 

. in one hour is she made desolate.” 
In less than an hour could one Soviet 
bomb reduce the Vatican and St. Peter’s 
to a rubble heap. 





In Revelation 19:1, 3, 4, 6 occurs the 
word “Alleluia”—the first time in the 
New Testament. It is the Jewish “Hal- 
At last, after the long agonizing 
interim between the fall of Jerusalem 
and the “restitution of all things,” are 
Jewish voices heard with those of other 
Christians. The last Old Testament 
Hallel is that of the closing five Psalms 
—the Hallel of Zechariah, which gives 
praise to God for the return from Ba- 
bylon and the re-establishment of Israel. 
Not again is it heard until it breaks out 
in the nineteenth chapter of the Revela- 
tion. This suggests impending re-estab- 
lishment of Israel, not only in her land 
but also in God’s forgiveness and favor. 


“The Lord shall reign for ever, even 
thy God, O Zion, unto all generations. 
Praise ye the Lord,” with which the 
Zechariah Halle] (Psa. 146) closes, is 
echoed in the distant antiphon of the 
Revelation, “Alleluia: for the Lord God 
omnipotent reigneth.” “And he shall 
reign for ever and ever.” 


“The Lord doth build up Jerusalem: 
he gathereth together the outcasts of 
Israel,” in the Hallel of Zechariah (Psa. 
147:2), suggests that the Hallel of the 
Revelation is similar Jewish praise for 
a far greater spiritual return. The 
Hallel of Zechariah expressed joy over 
the impending judgment of the heathen 
(Psa, 149:6-9); that is, over her old 
enemy Babylon (cf. Psa. 137, “O daugh- 
ter of Babylon, who art to be de- 
stroyed”). The Hallel of the Revela- 
tion rejoices over the overthrow of the 
age-long successor to old Babylon, the 
evil woman of “the seven hills,” drunk 
with the blood of martyrs. 
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Argentina, where the Jesuit is powerful 
and yet where there are twelve churches 
of the Brethren scattered over the city, 
five Baptist churches, three Methodist, 
five Pentecostal, and a Salvationist cen- 
ter. A reporter writing in the British 
Weekly of a Brethren Assembly, says: 
“All carried Bibles to church. Most of 
the audience were of Spanish or Italian 
origin. A number of the young men 
were away. preaching. Prayers for the 
persecuted Christians of Spain and Co- 
lombia were offered”; adding, “Most of 
the evangelical churches in Cordoba 
would be called fundamentalist,” which 
means they are New Testament churches. 


Other features of the Christian life of 
Cordoba are: 4 ' 


1. A discussion group called the Evan- 
gelical Athenaeum which meets once a 
month and is attended by Christian 
workers, many of them university men. 

2. An evangelical bookshop on one of 
the main streets. The initial capital 
was subscribed out of their poverty by 
Argentinian Christians. 

3. An interdenominational meeting for 
students in medicine, law, and other de- 
partments of the University of Cordoba. 

4. A Saturday afternoon Gospel broad- 
cast. 

5. A Christian quarterly review called 
Christian Thought. 


This reporter estimates that 99 per 
cent of the Christian work in Cordoba 
is carried on by Argentine nationals. 
More and more is this becoming true 
in Latin America, which means that 
there is an indigenous evangelical Chris- 
tianity in South America which will con- 
tinue in years to come. 

But in the Argentine capital city is 
a work which is the great contribution 
of English Christianity. This is the or- 
phanage of William C. Morris, an evan- 
gelical Episcopalian, which has educated 
thousands of homeless children through 
the years, many of whom are now, in 
adult age, leading Christian citizens. 
On September 15 last, a bust was un- 
veiled in the Protestant cemetery of 
Buenos Aires and many leaders in the 
Argentinian Government were present 
to honor him. Some years ago an ad- 
mirable film telling the story of this 
work, Cuando en el Cielo pasen lista, 
“When the roll is called up yonder,” 
was launched, but although the critics 
were lavish in praise of it, it was with- 
drawn from’ exhibition, presumably 
through Roman Catholic influence. 


Mangalore, South India, is known as 
“the Rome of the East.” Here, stoutly 
facing Rome, is a group of ex-Catholics 
who, as.they say, “follow the Bible”’— 
The Crusaders’ League. “Our main ac- 
tivities are printing tracts, booklets, and 
papers in Konkani, Kanarese, and Eng- 
lish, distributing them free of cost; pub- 
lishing monthly The Crusader (four 
worth-while pages), preaching on the 





Cordoba is the old university city of 
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Maidan, or city park, to both Hindus 
and Catholics; visiting among Romanists 
to bring them back to the Bible. Our 
League is in its infancy. You can im- 
agine the opposition we have to face. 
Rome never rests.” 

A brave little Reformation movement 
in an unexpected place! (Address, H. 
Rodrigus, Gorigudda, Kankanady, Man- 
galore, S. India.) Mangalore is on the 
Malabar (West) Coast, a little south of 
the Portuguese center of Goa, and the 
names of these new Protestants are ob- 
viously Portuguese. 


Hebrew Christian Churches.—That in 
Chicago is fifteen years old, its pastor 
being the Rev. David Bronstein. In 
Toronto is a Hebrew-Christian congre- 
gation, connected with the Nathanael 
Institute, under the leadership of the 
Rev. Morris Kaminsky. “During the 
past few years,” Mr. Pelz tells us, “a 
thriving Hebrew Christian church in 
Detroit has sprung up in connection 
with the Rev. Fred Kendal’s work.” Mr. 
Kendal writes: “We find ourselves sur- 
rounded with babes in Christ who need 
nurture and care. Up until Palm Sun- 
day of 1954 we baptized ten, seven of 
whom were Jews. The others were led 
to Christ by Jews.” 

Within the last year, two Hebrew 
Christian churches have been organ- 
ized: one in Minneapolis, the other in 
Tampa, Fla. Others have grown up in 
New York, Los Angeles, and San Fran- 
cisco. A little offshoot of the Los An- 
geles church is reported in Paris, on 
the Montmartre. The Hebrew-Christian 
evangelist in Argentina, Mr, J. Kraut- 
hammer, writes of having purchased a 
hall in the center of Buenos Aires which 
it is hoped will become an Hebrew- 
Christian temple. As a result of his 
literature crusade, a rabbi in Casablanca 
has been converted and two others are 
interested. Zwi Beham, leader of the 
Maccabees in Warsaw and active Zion- 
ist in Buenos Aires, has also accepted 
Christ. 


A license to construct and operate a 
20,000-watt long-wave broadcasting sta- 
tion has been granted to The Evangeli- 
cal Alliance Mission by the government 
of Syngman Rhee. This has been the 
result of negotiations conducted by Mr. 
Thomas Watson, Jr., who, before his 
conversion five years ago, owned and 
managed a radio station in Florida. 
“This radio station,” President Syngman 
Rhee tells us, “is needed not only for 
the preaching of the Gospel in Korea 
but also to fight Communism through- 
out the Orient.” It will, if constructed, 
send the Gospel into China, Manchuria, 
Mongolia, and Siberia as well as all over 
North and South Korea. The Evangel- 
ical Alliance Mission asks for $100,000 
for this strategic project. “It will reach 
the little sets of the ordinary people,” 
Mr. Watson tells us. “Broadcasts will 
be conducted in five languages and dia- 
lects.”

Approach to the Lesson 


HAT a bundle of contradictions 

W is man! He came directly from 

the hand of the Almighty Crea- 
tor, and at the same time he came from 
the dust of the earth. He was made in 
the image of God, yet he can take the 
form of a very devil. He was created 
for communion with the Holy God, yet 
he can stoop lower than the beasts in 
his conduct. He was made to have do- 
minion over all God's earthly creatures, 
yet he can be “licked” by an invisible 
microbe and sent hurtling to his grave. 
The stuff of eternity is in him, yet he 
returns to the dust and the worms de- 
vour his body. He was made to reign, 
yet his whole experience makes pos- 
sible the doleful philosophy expressed 
in the lines of Robert Burns: 

I've seen yon weary winter sun 
Twice forty times return, 
And every time has added proof 

That man was made to mourn. 
He was created for a heavenly destiny, 
yet. he can make his bed in hell. 

We can reverse the order. We can say 
of man that he is but a speck in the vast 
universe, yet he has that in him which 
is vaster than the universe. His. body 
can be confined to a cell a few cubic 
feet in size, yet his mind can range 
throughout the unmeasured distances of 
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space. He can be destroyed by a slight 
accident—a flying stone, a falling branch 
—yet he can harness the mysterious laws 
of nature to‘serve him. He can be a 
very demon incarnate by giving rein to 
the lusts that are in him, yet he can 
reveal nobility of soul that bespeaks 
his divine origin. What a complex crea- 
ture! What a contradiction! Is there 
an explanation? Is there an answer? 
Is there any way of taking hold of this 
bundle of opposites, delivering him from 
the downward drag, making of him a 
creature worthy of the Creator, and 
realizing the promise of His origin in a 
glorious destiny? The Bible gives a 
mighty, categorical “Yes” to the ques- 
tion, and its answer to the dilemma is 
—Christ! 


Verse by Verse 

Gen, 1:26.—“Let us make man in our 
image .. . and let them have dominion 
... Note the plural, “Let us,” a sug- 
gestion of plurality in the Godhead. 
With respect to God, man was to be 
in His image; with respect to the world, 
he was to be monarch. 

Verse 27.—“So God ereated .. . created 

. created .. .” Note the repetition of 
“created”—three * times. This word 
(bara’) is used only of divine operation. 
Man came from the hand of God. He 
is not a product of intermediate, evo- 
lutionary processes. 

Verse 28.—“And God blessed them... 


Be fruitful, and multiply, and replenish 

. and subdue .. . have dominion... .” 
A divine benediction, and a divine com- 
mission. While the English word “re- 
plenish” signifies “to fill again,” as of 
something which once was full and has 
been emptied, the Hebrew word does 
not necessarily carry that connotation, 
but means simply “fill.” Note the word 
“subdue,” suggesting that man would 
meet with opposition in exercising his 
God-given dominion. Does this point to 
the opposition of Satan, the deposed 
“prince of Ahis world”? It is an in- 
triguing thought. 


Verse 29.—“. . . Behold, I have given 
you every herb bearing seed . . . and 
every tree .. . yielding seed .. . for 
meat.” “Bearing seed” and “yielding 
seed” are only variant translations of the 
same Hebrew phrase, meaning literally, 
“seeding seed.” Here, then, was the 
mark of all human food in the begin- 
ning—it must be seed bearing fruit of 
the earth. Flesh diet came later (Gen. 
9:3). 


Verse 30.—“‘And to every beast . . 
every green herb for meat...” The 
pacific character of animal life is in- 
dicated by its herbaceous diet. 

Verse 31.—“And God saw every thing 

. very good ... the sixth day.” What 
changed the “good” of verses 4, 10, 12, 
18, 21, 25 into the “very good” of this 
verse? Doubtless the completion of the 
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work, but more particularly the estab- 
lishing of man in his place. The eve- 
ning-morning marks the sixth cycle, 
whether we regard the cycles as days of 
twenty-four hours or as creative days. 

Rom. 3:23.—“For all have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God.” Here 
is a summing up of the tragedy that be- 
fell the human race. Instead of going 
on to display the glory of God as created 
in His image, man sinned, the image was 
marred, the glory departed, and every 
son of Adam has keen involved in the 
Fall, not only inheriting a fallen nature 
but confirming by his own iniquity the 
action of his first father. 

Heb, 2:6.—“What is man, that thou art 
mindful of him? visitest him?” 
Psalm 8 is quoted here, but carried be- 
yond the vision of the psalmist to the 
farther reaches of New Testament reve- 
lation. It is the seeming insignificance 
of man in view of the vastness of the 
heavens that strikes the psalmist, yet 
God manifests special concern for this 
microbe, man, on this speck of dust, 
the earth! \ 

Verse 7.—“. . . a little lower than the 
angels; thou crownest him with glory 
... over the works of thy hands.” Here 
is the dignity of man as ruler under 
God of all God’s handiwork. ‘Notice 
that in this passage the dominion of man 
is more extensive than in the Psalm, go- 
ing beyond “all sheep and oxen .. .” 

Verse 8.—“. . . all things in subjection 
under his feet .. , nothing that is not 
put under him... not yet...” Two 
statements stand out in this verse: first, 
the universality of man’s dominion ‘un- 
der the appointment of God, and second, 
the fact that this dominion has hot been 
realized. Therein lies the tragedy. But 
even in the statement of the failure there 
is hope. That “not yet” says, “it’s com- 
ing yet!” 

Verse 9.—“. “. Jesus ... for the suf- 
fering of death, crowned with glory and 
honour . . . taste death for every man.” 
Jesus is God’s answer to man’s failure. 
He stooped to man’s estafe to become 
man’s champion. He stooped to death 
which was not His due, to exhaust 
death’s ‘demand on man. As man He 
triumphed and won man’s forfeited 
crown—not for Himself alone, but to be 
shared with all who will be joined to 
Him by faith. 

The Heart of the Lesson 

All the searching of the scientist has 
not produced a more satisfactory account 
of the origin of man than that given in 
the Holy Scriptures. It should be re- 
membered that the explanations offered 
by the evolutionist are not demonstrated 
facts, but inductions from certain natu- 
ral phenomena. In the nature of the 
case, the origin of man cannot be dem- 
onstrated. “Ultimate origins are in- 
Scrutable.” But the conclusions of the 
evolutionist put a burden on faith far 
heavier than the simple statement of

Scripture that “God created man in his 
own image, in the image of God created 
he them” (Gen. 1:27). That statement 
satisfactorily accounts for the complex- 
ities of man as no theory of evolution 
required for subsistence in a like physical 
structure may be found between man 
and the beast, they are only such as are 
required for subsistence in a like physi- 
cal environment, and are as satisfactorily 
attributed to a definite act of God as to 
any organic relation of men to the lower 
animal. On the other hand, there is 
nothing in the beast that answers to the 
human intellect, or to the moral nature 
of man. Attempts to trace these from 
the lower forms are acceptable only to 
those to whom anything is more accept- 
able than a sovereign act of divine crea- 
tion, . 

Man was created in the image of God 
in order that he might show forth the 
glory of God, and exercise, in his own 
appointed sphere, the sovereignty of 
God. He was-to rule the earth as God’s 
vicegerent. Indeed, it seems as if the 
divine intention was to extend the 
sphere of man’s dominion, for when we 
turn to Hebrews 2, the limits mentioned

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in Genesis 1:26, 28 and Psalm 8:7, 8 give 
place to an unrestricted “all things.” 
Man was not made to mourn, as Robert 
Burns makes his old philosopher say, but 
he was made to reign. 


Then why the mourning? Why the 
conflict? Why the defeat? Why so 
little of the image of God? Why the 


lack of glory? Why the failure to reign? 
Why a brief struggle and then the grave? 
Why the unrealized hopes and dreams? 
Why all the aspirations that turn to 
ashes? The reason is—sin! “All have 
sinned, and come short of the glory of 
God” (Rom. 3:23). That tells the whole 
Story of man’s failure. It is the reason 
for all the frustrations, disillusionments, 
and disasters. That is why we face to- 
day situations which completely baffle 
us. Man the sinner has tried to extend 
his dominion only to find that he is 
preparing his own destruction. 

But God has not abandoned His crea- 
ture. at He decreed for man must 
and will be realized. So God found 
Himself a Man to stand for man, to 
regain the lost crown, and to redeem the 
fallen race. “We see Jesus.” He is the 
answer. He stooped to a place “lower 
than the angels,” He tasted “death for 
every man,” and was “crowned with 
glory and honour” (Héb. 2:9), all things 
being made subject to Him. What was 
lost in Adam has been recovered in 
Christ. By union with Christ we, too, 
become sharers of the crown, the do- 
minion, the glory. The new humanity, 
with Christ as its head, will realize the 
divine intention in the creation of man 
—world without end! 

In Him the tribes of Adam boast 

More blessings than their father lost.

Topics for Development 

The Image of God. Just what is meant 
by the image of God in man? Of what 
does the image consist? ‘This has been 
a much discussed question, and cannot 
be fully dealt with in short space. Since 
no definition of it is given in the Bible, 
we can only try to: deduce it. I think 
we are safe to say that what constitutes 
the -image of God in man is precisely 
what constitutes the impassable gulf be- 
tween man and the beast. And that in- 
definable, subtle thing is personality. 
Here we are not speaking of individual- 
ity, of which some people have much 
and others little. Personality, as we 
regard it here, is the common possession 
of every human. We are persons, with 
self-consciousness, intellect, emotion, and 
volition. In addition to this, we are 
moral beings, whose behavior has moral 
quality. That is what makes us respon- 
sible beings, as animals are not. 


Finally, we are spiritual beings. We are 
not just physical creatures supported by 
“There 


some principle of animal life. 
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is a spirit in man” (Job 32:8). Now all 
these, personality, morality, and spirit- 
uality, are of the very nature of God, 
and I have no doubt that these constitute 
the image of God in man, making pos- 
sible an actual moral likeness to God 
and.a true fellowship with God. 

Please note, I am not using the term 
spirituality as distinct from a state of 
carnality, but simply as signifying the 
possession of spirit. 

We know how sin has marred this 
image of God in man, but the frame- 
work remains, and by the’grace of God, 
“through the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus,” the image can be recov- 
ered in righteousness and true holiness. 
The Lord Jesus has displayed the image 
in its perfection of beauty, and one day 
“we shall be like him; for we shall see 
him as he is” (1 John 3:2). 

I suggest, for those interested in pur- 
suing this subject, James Orr’s remark- 
able book, “God’s Image in Mar?” (Wm. 
B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, 
Mich., $3). 

Dominion. A good study would be a 
tracing of man’s determined effort to ex- 
ercise his dominion, in the various realms 
of nature. See what tremendous strides 
he has made in harnessing nature to his 
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service, and over against that see where | 


nature has eluded him, mocked him, 
and even turned his triumphs to his own 
destruction. This is just because he has 
not exercised his dominion as a subject 
of God, but in rebellion. Man will truly 
reign when he has become a willing 
bondslave of Jesus Christ. 


Practical Applications 

What God said in a creative sefise, He 
Says now in a'redemptive sense: “Let 
us make man in our image.” He is in 
the business of making Godlike men. 
The pattern is the Lord Jesus. How 
much like Him are we? 

We can never have dominion (Gen. 
1:26) without subduing (v. 28), for there 
are enemies bent on keeping us vassals. 
As we stand in the victory of Christ, 
we shall be “more than conquerors” and 
“reign in life.” 

The way to wear the crown with Jesus 
is to bear the cross with Him. 

“Thou hast created us for Thyself; 
and our restless spirits cannot rest until 
they rest in Thee” (St, Augustine) ,

After the Lesson.—Our Golden Text 
today asks, “What is man?” In the light 
of the entire message of the Bible we 
can answer in this threefold way. 

1. Man is a being made in the likeness 
of God. 

2. Man is a being in whom God’s like- 
ness is marred by sin. 

3. Man is a being in whom God's like- 
ness may be recovered by Christ. 
Our Genesis passage today says, “So 
God created man in his own image.” 
It is not, of course, in his outward, 
physical body, but in his soul and per- 
sonality that man has a likeness to God, 
It is in being able to say, “I am, I ought, 
and I will,” that man is made in the 
image of God. But by failing to do what 
he ought, and using his will to choose 
wrong, man fell into sin, and our Ro- 
mans verse rightly says, “All have sin- 
ned, and come short of the glory of God.” 
There is no sin in God, and sin in man 
has defaced God’s image in him. We 
have only to think of the wickedness 
that has disgraced human history and 
defiled our own lives to see that human 
nature is not what it was as God made 
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it, but what it has since become through 
sin. 

But God’s image in man can be re- 
stored by the Lord Jesus. He came to 
seek and Save the lost, and when we re- 
pent and turn to Him, He undertakes the 
work of recovering us to God’s likeness, 
When, some years back, Japanese armies 
overran China, some dark and terrible 
things were done against defenseless 
Chinese by some of the Japanese soldiers. 
Thirty Japanese prisoners of war in

those days came under Christian teach- 
ing and were converted. The day they 
first came to the Lord’s Table, a mission- 
ary present found himself hardly able 
to hold back the tears at seeing in these 
men “how the touch of Christ brought 
out,” as he put it, “the radiance, the 
loveliness, the beauty of the divine image 
in them.” That missionary knew the 
sinful past of some of those men, yet 
he could testify to having seen the touch 
of Christ bringing them back into that 
likeness to God that sin had so greatly 
spoiled in them.

The Busy Men’s Corner

“And God said, Let us make man in 
our image .. .” (Gen. 1:26).—Like a 
skilled architect who has planned and 
prepared a palace for the occupancy and 
enjoyment of a ruler, so the holy Trin- 
ity had everything in readiness for man 
who was to have dominion over all. 

The earth, the sea, the sun, moon, and 
Stars, vegetable life, and animal life 
were all prepared for the man who was 
created in the image and likeness ‘of 
God! For Adam was “the figure of him 
that was to come,” even the Lord Jesus 
Christ (Rom. 5:14; 1 Cor. 15:45). Is it 
any wonder then that “the morning stars 
Sang together, and all the sons of God 
shouted for joy”? (Job 38:7.) 

Scientists can tell us about the con- 
stituent parts of the body, but given 
those elements they cannot put them 
together so far as tgform a living, breath- 
ing creature possessing God-conscious- 
ness, 

Several young men visited the Na- 
tional Museum in Washington, D. C. 
On one of the cases was a label con- 
taining these words: “The body of a 
man weighing 150 pounds.” “Where is 
the man?” asked one of the young men. 
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No one answered him. In the case were 
two jars of water, and other jars in 
which were phosphate of lime, carbonate 
of lime, potassium, sodium, and other 
chemicals. Another section held a row 
of clear glass jars filled with gases, 
hydrogen, oxygen, and nitrogen. The 
materials in these jars were given in 
exact proportion as combined in an ordi- 
nary man. After looking at the assort- 
ment for some time in silence, one young 
man exclaimed, “If that is all that is 
needed to make man, we should all be 
exactly alike. There must be something 
more which cannot be put in jars!” 

“Yes,” said another, “that which is 
added by God, who puts into these sense- 
less elements that which makes a living 
soul.” They passed on in silence, their 
souls and their God becoming more real 
than before. 

“ . . have dominion over the fish... 
the fowl . . . and over every living 
thing” (Gen. 1:28).—God’s original 
thought for man was lordship over the 
sea, air, and land. Adam exerted it 
for a while (Gen. 2:19); then forfeited 
it to Satan, who is now “prince of this 
world” (John 14:30). 

Instead of having dominion over all 
created things today, the average man 
thinks it marvelous that he can teach 
his pet dog a few simple tricks. We 
rejoice in the prophecy that man’s lord- 
ship over the brute creation shall be 
restored (Isa. 11:6-9). 

“For all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God” (Rom. 3:23).— 
God has a standard, and being absolutely 
holy, His standard is a perfect one. The 
only one who came up to that standard 
was the Lord Jesus Christ, hence all 
our comparisons are to be with Him, not 
with one another (2 Cor. 10:12). Our 
motives, thoughts, and sins of omission 
are taken ‘into account as well as our 
words and deeds. 

When a young man said to a preacher, 
“I do not think I am a sinner,” he was 
asked if he would be willing for his 
mother and sister to know all his mo- 
tives, thoughts, and desires, as well as 
his deeds. After a moment, he said, 
“No, indeed not—no, not for the world.” 
He was convinced that he was a sinner 
in the sight of a holy God who knew 
him better than he knew himself; 

An attorney and one-time political 
figure in California was sentenced to 
serve six months in Federal prison for 
failing to file an income tax return, The 
attorney was a tired and defeated man 
when he heard the judge commit him to 
custody. Before the passing of the sen- 
tence, the attorney caused a dramatic 
scene in the courtroom as he pleaded 
quietly: “I find it somewhat difficult 
to conceive of myself as a criminal; but 
the law says I am; so I am. Quite 
frankly, I made a mistake, and therefore 
I should bear the burden this court 
seeks to impose.” 

This is the proper attitude for each 
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of us to take: “God’s Word says I am 
a sinner; so I am.” If and when we 
honestly make that confession, and place 
faith in the one who died for our sins, 
we are forgiven. “Whosoever believeth 
in him shall receive remission of sins” 
(Acts 10:43). 

“What is man, that thou art mindful 
of him?” (Psa. 8:4.)—More than once, 


- while looking up at the starry heavens, 


while lying in our sleeping bag on a 
mountainside, we have quoted the 
Psalmist’s words: “When I consider 
thy heavens, the work of thy fingers, 
the moon and the stars, which thou hast 
ordained; what is man that thou art 
mindful of him?” And the answer we 
give is: “Although so insignificant, he 
is the object of special creation (Gen. 
1:26); and of special love (John 3:16); 
and of special privilege, viz.: that of 
becoming a child of God, an heir of God, 
and a joint heir with Christ!” (Rom. 
8:16, 17.) 

“But we see Jesus ... crowned with 
glory and honour .. .” (Heb. 2:9) —This 
portion of our lesson reveals what we 
do not see, and what we do see. We 
do not see all things,in subjection to 
Him; but we see Jesus crowned with 
glory and honor. It is by faith we thus 
see Him. At His second advent He will 
“put down all rule and all authority 
and power,” and reign supremely over 
all. 

We are told that there is a town in 
the extreme north of Norway, where 
about January 18 each year, the people 
climb a hill in order that they may see 
the sun rise after months of night. Noth- 
ing more than a small rim is seen at 
first; but the people are satisfied, because 
they know that tomorrow and through- 
out the days to come, the sun will shine 
in all its strength. We are seeing, as 
it were, that small rim, and know that 
the “Sun of righteousness” will in His 
own time bring in the dawn of a new 
and brighter day.

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His own image. So man has a moral sense 
of right and wrong, and can’ be con- 
scious of his relationship to his Creator.

My Class of Girls

Man’s NEED or Gop 
O FAR this quarter we have had 
lessons on four important subjects: 
the Bible, God the Father, God the Son, 
and God the Holy Spirit. Today we 
are going to study man. This is not as 
happy a subject, but it is important to 
understand man’s need, for if we don’t, 
we cannot understand God’s wonderful 
plan of salvation. 

To learn about man, we must turn 
to the Word of God. Before we open 
our Bibles, what should we do? (Pray 
for the teaching of the Holy Spirit.) 
Good. Someone remembered last Sun- 
day’s lesson. Let us have a moment of 
silent prayer right now, so each of us 
can do this. 

Now let us look at the first chapter in 
the Bible, for there we find out about the 
beginning of our race. Read Genesis 
1:26-31. Who made man? (God the 
Father, Son, and Holy Spirit.) Correct. 
How was man created? (In the image 
and likeness of God.) Girls, this is im- 
portant. Evolution teaches that man 
started in the lowest form of life and 
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has been coming up ever since. This is 
false. The Bible teaches that man was 
created in the likeness of God, but 
turned away from Him and became sin- 
ful and so has gone down instead of up. 

Notice in verse 26 that man was not 
made as part of the lower creation, but 
was created to rule over it. And he 
did until sin entered into the world. 
When man rebelled against God, the 
lower creation rebelled against him, 

Evolutionists believe that man devel- 
oped over a period of millions of years 
from single-celled animals without sex. 
But the Bible teaches that Eve was 
made on the same day that Adam was 
created. See Genesis 5:1, 2. We find 
another very important thing distin- 
guishing Adam from the lower animals 
in Genesis 2:7. Notice it does not say 
that man received a living soul, it says 
that he “became a living soul.” Your 
soul is you. That is why I prefer to ask, 
“Are you saved?” rather than, “Is your 
soul saved?” 

In Genesis 1:31 read what God Said 
about all that He had created. (Every- 
thing that He had made was very good.) 
Yes, and that included man. But, as we 
know, man did not remain good. Adam 
and Eve listened to Satan, distrusted 
and disobeyed God, so that away back 
in the Garden of Eden the course of 
mankind started downward. True, men 
have learned much about God’s won- 
derful creation and have invented very 
clever things, but they haven’t them- 
selves grown better or come nearer to 
God. 

Less than two thousand years after 
the creation of Adam and Eve, mankind 
had corrupted themselves so hopelessly 
that God sent the Flood and gave the 
world a fresh start. Read God’s descrip- 
tion of man in Genesis 6:5, 6. God de- 
stroyed all the human race but Noah 
and his family. Since Noah was a godly 
man, this gave men a new start, but it 
did not give them new natures. The 
sinful nature Adam and Eve had passed 
on to their children was still active, so 
that the descendants of Noah did evil 
in the sight of the Lord. Then God 
chose Abraham, the man of faith, to be 
the head of a new nation, the nation of 
Israel. The greater portion of the Old 
Testament gives the history of this 
nation, but their story is also marred by 
sin. Now read Romans 3:23. The Bible 
both teaches and proves that men have 
sinful naturés and so need to be born 
again, thus receiving new natures, 

Before we take our next Scripture, 
let us have the questions and answers 
on our “Bible Study”! card, noticing 
especially today Number §, “Why should 
we study God’s Word?” “2 Timothy 

. 2:15.” How can we rightly divide the 
‘word of truth? (Ask the Holy Spirit's

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guidance.) Right. We must study the 

Bible under His direction. And as we 

compare Scripture with Scripture, He 

will help us rightly to divide it. 

The last passage we are to study to- 
day shows how one Scripture does en- 
able us to understand another. Read 
the Golden Text, Psalm 8:4, 5. Now if 
there were no other reference to Psalm 8 
in the Bible, we might think it just 
meant that man was going to rule over 
the lower creation. But turn to He- 
brews 2:6-18 and let us read these verses 
together. .Here we learn that the holy 

‘man, Jesus, is in view in Psalm 8. He 

is called*the last Adam in 1 Corinthians 
15:45. Let us read that verse. The first 
part sounds familiar. We read in Gene- 
sis that the first Adam was made a liv- 
ing soul. Now we leafn that the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the last Adam, was made 
a quickening or “life-giving” Spirit. 
Since man’s nature is fallen, and he 
deserves eternal death because of his 
sins, what is his greatest need? (To 
have the Saviour, who is a life-giving 
Spirit.) Yes, this passage in Hebrews 
teaches us that Psalm 8 points to our 
Saviour, who was made a little lower 
than the angels for the suffering of 
death, but now is crowned with glory 
and honor. Even now all things have 
been put under His feet, though we 
cannot yet see the result of this, 

The blessed Son of God saw man’s 
deep need and came to earth as Son of 
man, so that He might die to meet that 
need. Now He offers salvation to all 
who ome to God by Him. If we ac- 
cept Him as Saviour, then we will never 
have to go to hell for our sins. More 
than that He will bring us into the very 
family of God, and there meet all our 
_ needs from day to day. See Philippians 
4:19, “My God shall supply all your 
need, according to his riches in glory 
by Christ Jesus.” 

God made the lower animals for man, 
and man can Satisfy them. They will 
be satisfied and happy once more when 
Christ reigns over this earth. But man 
was made for God, and the heart of man 
can never be satisfied until he finds 
what he needs in God. Jesus said, “If 


any man thirst, let him come unto me, 
and drink” (John 7:37). Won't you 
come? 


Next Sunday I should like to have two 
of you girls give a flannelgraph lesson 
on “The Prodigal Son” (Luke 15: 11-24). 
One girl will either tell the story in her 
own words or else read it expressively 
from the Bible. The other will put up 
the figures at the right places in the 
story.

Topic and Scripture: 
God’s Plan for People (Gen. 1:26-31a) 


S THE Holy Spirit living in you? 

If not, He is trying to show you that 
you have sinned, that the Lord Jesus 
Christ is the only one who can make 
you right, and that some day you will 
have to stand before God, the great 
judge. But if you have taken the Lord 
as your Saviour, or do so right now, 
then the Holy Spirit is living in you. 
As we make our list about our wonder- 
ful helping friend, the Holy Spirit, let 
us Start with who He is; then, how He 
came to earth; next, the powers He gave 
Peter and others; next, what He does 
for all Christians; and last, what He does 
for those who do not yet believe. 

We have learned about the Bible, 
about God the Father, about the Lord 
Jesus, and about the Holy Spirit. Now 
we are going to learn about ourselves. 
Let us start at the beginning. Who made 
us? Whom did He make us like? What 
job did He give us? What did He give 
for food? You can find the answers in 
Genesis 1:26-31, and you may be sur- 
prised at what was not given for food in 
the beginning. (Read the verses.) Adam 
and Eve were not just like us; they 
were more like the perfect body of the 
Lord Jesus, though of course they did 
not have the God life which He had. 
(Show a white circle with a little mark 
at the circumference to indicate begin- 
ning of life. A picture of Adam and 
Eve may be pasted on it.) Sin hdd not 
yet come into the world, and everything 
was lovely (v. 31). 

But one day Satan, in the form of a 
clever animal, visited the beautiful gar- 
den, and one of the most dreadful things 
that ever happened in this world, hap- 
pened that day. Who will tell the story? 
I guess Eve did not think it was im- 
portant to mind what God said. Just 
as boys and girls let someone argue 
them out of doing what Dad says. But, 
oh, dear! What trouble it started! Thorns 
and thistles and hard work; sin and pain 
and death! (Cover the white circle with 
a black one of the same size.) The first 
animals died to cover Adam’s and Eve's 
sinful bodies. And when Adam and Eve's 
children were born, they had sin in their 
hearts, all ready to disobey. Do you 
know what awful thing the very first 
boy in the world did to his brother? 
He killed him! 

After hundreds of years, instead of 
punishing people, God Himself came in 
Jesus to be punished for them, so that 
all who believe in Him might get away 
from sin and its punishment. But, boys 
and girls, ‘we cannot get clear away from 
it in this life—even after the Holy Spirit 
comes to live in our hearts! Sin is still 
around, and Satan still tries to get us 
to sin. It is so easy to disobey, to tell 


é 
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a wrong story, to get cross! The Lord 
Jesus knows just how it is because He 
was a boy once, just your age. And 
that is why He sent. His own Spirit to 
live in your heart, to make you strong 
as He was strong. You must ask His 
help every day! 

You remember even in the beginning 
there was work to do: the fish, birds, and 
animals to look out for, and the garden 
to take care of (although there were no 
weeds). But there is so much more 
now! What do you have to take care 
of? Dog, calves, baby, your room, ashes, 
dishes? There are also other boys and 
girls who need to know about sin and 
punishment and the Lord Jesus. Can 
you help the Holy Spirit as He wants 
to help them? “We are labourers to- 
gether with God” (1 Cor. 3:9, Memory 
Verse).

However, the basic 
theological position which has made the 
Scofield Reference Bible loved by mil- 
lions of readers will be retained.” 

, The committee will hold meetings 
periodically during the course of its 
work in the next few years. 

The Scofield Reference Bible was first 
published by Oxford University Press 
in January, 1909. Its editor was the 
Rev. C. I, Scofield, who had conceived 
the idea some years before and who be- 
gan to devote the greater part of his time 
to it in 1902. He was assisted by a group 
of consulting editors. 

Dr. Scofield worked on his project for 
several years before a publisher, was 
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selected. After consulting various au- 
thorities, he was told that the only pub- 
lishing house which could handle such 
a project was the Oxford University 
Press, and arrangements were then made 
with the American office of Oxford. 
The Scofield Reference Bible was an 
immediate success, and a new edition, 
completely reset and improved, was 
issued in 1917. Dr. Scofield died in 1921, 
but his edition of the King James Ver- 
sion has continued to be a best Seller 
year in and year out for nearly half 
a century.

HIS Sundaybegins Christian En- 

deavor Week, the seventy-fourth 
anniversary of the first Christian move- 
ment for youth to become nation wide, 
and later world wide. It was on Febru- 
ary 2, 1881, that a group of young Chris- 
tian converts met in their pastor’s home 
near the Williston Church in Portland, 
Maine, and formed what came to be 
called the Christian Endeavor Society, 
based on four essential principles— 
1. Confession of Christ; 2. Service for 
Christ; 3. Loyalty to Christ’s Church; 
4. Fellowship with Christ’s People. Next 
Sunday will be observed as Christidn 
Endeavor Sunday. This week, however, 
our topic focuses our attention on the 
fact that those who name Jesus Christ 
as Lord have a special responsibility to 
their fellow men. 

se 


Let us see, first of all, something of 
what is involved in the term “Christ 
Our Lord.” You will remember that 
when the angel of the Lord made his 
announcement to the shepherds on the 
Judean hills, on the first Christmas 
night, he told them that in Bethlehem, 
the city of David, had been born “a 
Saviour, which is Christ the Lord” 
(Luke 2:11). “The Lord” is the equiva- 
lent of the Hebrew, or Old Testament, 
“Jehovah,” and is not synonymous with 
the term “Christ,” which literally means 
“the anointed One,” or “the Messiah.” 

When Peter preached his great sermon 
on the Day of Pentecost, he said, 
“Therefore let all the house of Israel 
know assuredly, that God hath made 
that same Jesus, whom ye have crucified, 
both Lord and Christ” (Acts 2:36). Thus 
he identified Jesus of Nazareth as not 
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only the long-expected Messiah, but as 
the Jehovah of the Old Testament Him- 
self, 

. & 

Throughout the Epistles the term “the 
Lord” is used again and again, some- 
times with the given name “Jesus” and 
frequently by itself. To believers it 
has come to mean the second person 
of the Trinity, one to whom Chris- 
tians give complete and unequivo- 
cal allegiance and obedience. As Paul 
reminds us, in 1 Corinthians 12:3, no one 
can truly acknowledge the Lord Jesus 
as “Lord” except under the inspiration 
and by the power of the Holy Spirit. 
Thus only one who is born again can 
truly acknowledge the Lord Jesus as his 
Lord. :

But unfortunately all,believers do not 
fully understand the significance of the 
lordship of the Lord Jesus Christ. Some 
of those who were close to the Eord 
Jesus during His earthly ministry did 
not fully understand this at once. You 
will remember that Peter, while he was

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nized as the Lord’s voice telling him to 
rise and kill and eat. Peter’s reply 
showed his incomplete understanding, 
for he said, “Not so, Lord.” To call 
anyone “lord” implies the right of that 
one to command and our obligation to 
obey. Yet Peter said, “Not so,” by his 
refusal denying the very thing he im- 
plied when he said, “Lord.” Christians 
today sometimes make this same mis- 
take. They call Christ “Lord” and then 
refuse to do what He tells them in His 
Word. Have you ever done this?

As we turn to a consideration of the 
second part of our topic we find a term 
that is also much confused and misun- 
derstood in the day in which we live. 
We are all familiar with the family re- 
lationship under which two children, 
born of the same mother and father, are 
called brothers. Usually that tie is very 
strong, though most of us may have 
known cases similar to that exemplified 
by the little boy who, when asked about 
his companion, replied, “He ain’t me 
friend, he’s me brudder.”

Then there is the relationship to 
which the term brother is often very 
loosely applied, and “which includes all 
members of the human race regardless 
of race or color. It is true, as Paul 
stated in his sermon on Mars Hill, that 
God, who made the world, “hath made 
of one blood all nations of men” (Acts 
17:26). It is equally true that God is 
no respecter of persons (Acts 10:34), 
and that He so loved the world that 
He gave His only begotten Son that all 
who believe on Him might not perish 
but have everlasting life (John 3:16). 
Therefore, if we have accepted the Lord 
Jesus Christ as our Saviour and have 
recognized Him as our Lord, we have an 
obligation to see that every person, re- 
gardless of color or race, has an oppor- 
tunity to know about God and, if he 
will, to accept Him. This obligation 
is made doubly sure by the command 
of the Lord Jesus Himself to His fol- 
lowers to go “into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature” 
(Mark 16:15).

But there is still another brotherhood 
referred to in the New Testament which 
includes all those who have accepted 
the Lord Jesus Christ as Saviour and 


who have thus become “sons” of God . 


(John 1:12). This is brotherhood at its 
finest and best, far exceeding physical 
brotherhood or blood relationship. There 
is, or should be, a oneness of under- 
standing and a love which tie together 
the hearts of those who acknowledge one 
Saviour and one Lord, and nothing else 
can equal it. It is, in fact, a very fore- 
taste of Heaven itself. Let us recog- 
nize, then, the distinction that God's 
Word makes when it speaks of our 
“brothers” or “brethren,” seeing in such 
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those who know and love our Lord. 
Such a recognition will not make .us 
any the less concerned for those who 
do not know Him, but rather will make 
us endeavor all the more to take to 
them the Good News, so that they, too, 
may belong to the household of faith.

But it 
should be said that all who profess to 
be saved and have little interest in the 
price paid, and in knowing more about 
its greatness should doubt their title to 
God’s salvation. Pray for the multitudes 
of unconverted church members. 


Sun.—1 John 1:5-10. 
Cleansing From Sin. 
Prayer Succestions: “The blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin.” God’s salvation gives 
us a fixed purpose of heart to be done 
with sin and sinning. If you have 
been cleansed from sin, it is that you 
shall cease from sin, arid be ashamed 
that you have ever indulged in itt 
And while you have the remains of 
sin in you, you will resolve against it, 
and no longer live in it. Do you hate 
the sins that made Christ bleed, and 
to His Word do you give heed? Pray 
for fixedness of heart in laying aside 
the sin that does so easily beset you. 
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
